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Aspirations:  Where  do  we  go  from  Here?

What  can  we  do  —  how  far  do  we  have  to  go  — 
in  order  for  Governor  Dummer  Academy  to  become 
more  nearly  what  it  can  be,  what  it  ought  to  be?  In 
recent  Archons  I  have  commented  upon  the  increas- 
ingly strong  position  which  the  Academy  has  come  to 
occupy  in  the  middle  'seventies:  in  applications  and 
enrollment,  through  fortunate  moves  within  a  strong 
faculty,  in  responsible  fiscal  management,  for  example, 
and  in  support  and  interest  from  alumni  and  friends. 
Among  the  independent  secondary  schools  for  which 
New  England  has  become  famous.  Governor  Dummer 
has  attained  a  healthy  status  quo.  This  we  can  happily 
accept  —  yet  it  must  be  equally  our  resolve  to  improve 
upon  it.

A  school  may  grow  in  many  ways:  physically,  for 
example.  In  the  recent  past  the  Academy  has  quite 
properly  chosen  this  direction.  As  a  result,  the  school 
now  boasts  a  handsome  and  efficient  new  wing  on  the 
Mansion  House;  a  lovely  colonial-style  chapel,  which 
newcomers  find  it  difficult  to  believe  is  less  than  twenty 
years  old;  the  Thompson  Art  Center  with  its  excellent 


auditorium  and  stage;  and  the  rich  educational  resources 
of  the  Frost  Library  and  Classroom  Building  and  the 
marvelously  equipped  Schumann  Science  Center. 

A  swimming  pool  would  be  just  delightful;  squash 
courts,  welcome  luxuries.  But  in  these  cannot  lie  attain- 
ment of  the  highest  aspirations  for  the  school.  We 
currently  need  more  locker  room  and  team  room  faci- 
lities. Still,  if  we  must,  we  can  be  a  strong  school  with- 
out them.

We  could  grow  in  terms  of  broader  curriculum  offer- 
ings, more  electives.  Yet  Governor  Dummer  has  tradi- 
tionally seen  its  role  as  serving  most  strongly  those 
college-able  young  people  who  most  need  depth  and 
intensity  in  the  classical  mold:  in  reading  insightfully; 
in  writing  with  order,  control,  and  style;  in  computa- 
tional skills  and  fundamental  mathematical  understand- 
ings; in  basic  study  discipline.  When  these  are  mastered, 
there  exist  sufficient  elective  opportunities  and  advanced 
options.  Realization  of  our  highest  capacity  as  a  school 
will  not,  however,  depend  upon  breadth  of  program, 
whether  curricular  or  extra-curricular.

The  essential  richness  of  the  Governor  Dummer  edu- 
cation will  always  lie  in  her  people,  particularly  in  her 
students  and  in  her  faculty.  I  look  forward  to  that  future 
when  we  will  be  able  to  enrich  each  incoming  class  with 
a  more  substantial  infusion  of  those  talented  young 
women  and  young  men  who  have  so  much  to  share,  but 
who  without  scholarships  cannot  aspire  to  what  the 
Academy  offers. 

Last  spring  when  the  Admissions  Office  came  to  the 
final  formulation  of  the  incoming  group  for  1977-78, 
there  were,  I  think,  22  outstanding  candidates  needing 
scholarship  aid.  When  our  scholarship  funds  (nearly 
$100,000  which,  because  of  the  Academy's  modest 
endowment,  has  had  to  come  directly  out  of  the  current 
operating  budget)  had  been  allotted  to  those  already  in 
school  and  receiving  help,  to  qualified  Town  of  Newbury 
scholars  and  so  forth,  we  could  afford  only  four  new- 
comers. 

How  long  can  the  very  real  attractions  of  the  Governor 
Dummer  community  continue  to  outweigh  financial 
pressures  upon  its  faculty? 


To  date  during  my  tenure,  gifted  young  teachers  and 
the  strongest  amongst  the  experienced  faculty  have  left 
only  rarely,  and  then  generally  for  promotions  in  sister 
schools.  Yet  each  year  a  few  more  among  the  most  able 
and  the  most  aspiring  ask  the  question  of  themselves  — 
and  of  me  —  "Much  as  I  value  this  Academy,  has  the 
time  come  when,  for  my  family's  sake  and  for  future 
security,  I  must  seriously  consider  a  change?"  How  long 
can  the  very  real  attractions  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
community  continue  to  outweigh  financial  pressures 
upon  its  faculty?  The  time  must  come,  and  come  soon, 
when  this  good,  strong  seat  of  New  England  secondary 
education  —  far  above  the  middle-range  of  its  sister 
schools  —  will  find  the  capacity  to  provide  its  faculty 
with  salaries  comparably  above  the  middle. 

In  order  for  Governor  Dummer  to  become  even  more 
dynamically  what  it  can  be  —  what  it  ought  to  be  —  I 
dedicate  myself  to  discovering  the  means  to,  and  the 
realization  of,  these  goals!  I  do  this  in  the  confident 
recognition  that  today  there  resides  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Academy  community,  and  the  increasing 
interest  and  support  of  alumni  and  friends  an  equal 
commitment.

Faculty  Notes 


8  Americans,  always  covetous  of  their  free  time,  have 

shown  remarkable  imagination  and  creativity  in  develop- 
ing hobbies.  But  a  far  cry  from  the  hang-gliding  and  hot 
air  balooning  scene  is  the  fine  art  of  glass  blowing  which 
has  captured  the  interest  and  imagination  of  Dr.  Richard 
Jones  of  the  Science  Department. 

As  a  graduate  student  at  Purdue,  Dick  conducted  re- 
search on  glass  and  its  properties,  and  from  his  scientific 
investigations  evolved  a  hobby  that  combines  the  creativ- 
ity of  an  artist  with  the  knowledge  and  skills  of  a  scientist. 

"Glass  is  not  a  solid,  but  a  supercooled  liquid,"  says 
Jones.  "Man  has  learned  to  modify  and  utilize  it  for  his 
own  purposes,  but  the  spontaneity  of  the  art  enabling 
one  to  switch  in  the  middle  and  create  something  else,  is 
what  makes  glass  blowing  an  exciting  yet  relaxing 
pastime." 

The  history  of  glass  is  thought  to  date  back  to  the 
time  of  Pliny  when  the  glass  making  process  became  a 
carefully  guarded  secret  during  the  Roman  Empire.  The 
wealth  and  influence  of  Venice  later  made  glass  blowing 
the  art  of  the  rich  whose  craftsmen  were  sent  to  Ireland 
to  work  their  skills  rather  than  to  risk  the  chance  of 
rivals  stealing  trade  secrets.  In  New  England,  the  evi- 
dence of  early  glass  making  techniques  can  be  observed 
as  locally  as  the"Bulls  Eye"  windows  in  the  entryway  to 
the  Phillips  Building  here  at  school. 

The  interest  in  glass  blowing  has  involved  Dick  in  a 
night  course  at  a  local  community  college  where  12  to 
15  students  armed  with  glass  tubing  and  goggles  assem- 
ble once  a  week  to  huddle  over  bunsen  burners  to  learn 
the  ancient  art.  Though  there  has  been  an  interest  at 
GDA  a  formal  class  has  not  been  established,  and  despite 
the  lack  of  numbers  needed  for  a  full  program,  Dick  has 
given  lessons  to  four  or  five  enthusiastic  students. 

"I  start  off  by  familiarizing  the  class  with  the  equip- 
ment, and  within  a  couple  of  lessons  we're  making 
simple  designs  like  birds,  trees,  and  free-form  animals." 

Dick  is  presently  in  his  tenth  year  of  artistic  work 
with  glass  and  has  made  several  glass  chess  sets,  and 
though  some  local  shops  in  Newburyport  have  shown 
interest  in  his  work  Dick  maintains  that  his  interest 
in  glass  blowing  remains  primarily  a  hobby. 


In  addition  to  his  role  as  biology  teacher  and  house- 
parent  of  Moody,  Dave  Fyrberg  was  asked  to  serve  in 
another  capacity  this  year  -  not  by  Governor  Dummer 
but  by  the  U.S.  government,  and  not  as  a  teacher  but  as 
an  official  representative  of  the  fishing  industry  for 
which  he  works  during  the  summer. 

Last  November,  Dave  was  chosen  as  one  of  two  repre- 
sentatives from  the  United  States  to  participate  in  a 
fisheries  conference  sponsored  by  the  International 
Council  for  the  Conservation  of  Atlantic  Tunas  (ICCAT). 
Fifteen  countries  were  represented  by  delegates  includ- 
ing Canada,  Cuba,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Spain,  France,  Angola, 
Senegal,  Ivory  Coast,  Ghana,  Morrocco,  South  Africa, 
Japan,  Korea  and  the  U.S.  Observers  were  sent  by  Vene- 
zuala  and  the  Soviet  Union.  The  program  consisted  of 
seminars  and  papers  on  fishing  levels  and  stocks  in  the 
first  week,  followed  by  discussions  involving  delegates 
in  the  second  part  of  the  conference.  Mr.  Fryberg 
felt  that  the  conference  was  successful  in  drawing 
many  nations  together  to  voice  mutual  concerns  and 
goals.
